The tobacco outlook for the farm- 
ers has bettered itself about a hun- 
dred per cent during the past two 
weeks. 
Not only have we had- the 
necessary warm weather with the hot 
sun,

The temperature 
has Been 
moderate and the soil is saturated 
to such an extent as to render the fear 
of cut worms almost nil.- Cool weath- 
er has also aided the grower in get- 
ting the crop into the fields so that 
transplanting 
might 
be

through the entire day, thus shorten- 
ing this work considerably over other 
years. There is some work of plant- 
ing yet to be done for there are always 
a few belated farmers every year 
but at the present time the crop is as 
nearly out as the average year at this 
date, despite the fact that the season 
in general has been somewhat later 
than usual.

Wonders of Trenches of German Reg- 
Dea£!:ll>«<

trench has been supplied — from shav- 
ing mirrors to four bed posts. These 
trenches may in winter time 
have 
peen the mires of mud and water i 
that have been described, but it seems 
hard to believe when one sees the 
even, sloping brick pavements, with 
drains at regular intervals, and the 
numerous sanitary arrangements that 
have been- installed. 
Almost a mile back of the real firing1 


line the way dipped into a "laufgra- ! 
ben 
or connecting trench — a narrow, ! 
winding slit in the ground almost sev- 
en feel deep and perhaps three feet 
wide. The soil in that part of France 
is o£ clay, in which the deep excava- 
tions had been made with dirnculty 
but which never caves in. The walls 
were as smooth as planed pine board. 
At intervals along the route little 
steps had been chiseled in the clay, 
enabling one to climb up and get a 
view or the wnoie landscape, includ- 
ing the French trenches hundreds of 
yards away. Little lines of brown col- 
ored dirt were the only indications 
that the whole gigantic field was 
rutted and cut by trenches that later 
appeared to be interminable. 
After a walk of fifteen or twenty 
minutes the real trenches, those at 
the very front, were reached, and one 
began to see at one and tne same time 
real warfare and 
the 
comforts of 
home combined. 
Just to make the 
contrast striking, .the crackling noiso 
of rifle fire was oroKen by tlie strains 
of a harmonica. 


Music and Gunfire. 
The fighting treucnes differ from 
the connecting runway only in that 
they are wider, and art! 'reinforced 
in front with bags of sand' or plates 
of steel through openings in which 
the soldiers can use their telescopes 
without being seen. 
Built into the clay walls were lit- 
tle wooden compartments filled with 
bullets, and alongside of tue bullets 
were little, Ingeniously-fashioned flow- 
er pots filled with spring blossoms. 
These flowers, together with a quan- 
tity o£ other decorations, were a fea- 
ture of almost every yard 
of 
the 
trenches. 
To tlie rear of the trenches, far un- 
derground, and sometimes under the 
front walls, are the so-called "Un- 
terstands" oi' shelters, where the sol- 
diers live when net on duty. The ap- 
proach to those in the rear is usually 
by a connecting trench varying from 
ten to thirty yards in length, and al- 
most invariably decorated with flow- 
ers.The interiors are, under the circum- 
stances, 
surprisingly 
comfortable. 
Those of the non-commissioned offi- 
cers and division leaders are fitted up 
for the most part with big four poster 
beds. Many have clocks and carpets 
on the floors, and nearly all have a 
crucifix or little altar at which 
the 
"terrible Bavarians" conduct 
their 
devotions. 
Ingeniously arranged 
bells 
have 
been installed in each o£ these shel- 
ters so that the officer can be sum- 
moned instantly in case 
oi 
attack, 
without the necessity of. going clear 
down into his little house. Similar 
"bells" — often nothing but a piece o£ 
iron with a nail for a clapper, 
are 
placed everywhere in the trenches for 
warning or summoning the soldiers 
not on duty. 


Names Given. 
The shelters in most cases 
have 
been given fantastic and 
familiar 


names—Villa Muenchener Kindl, Vil- 
la Astoria and the like. Every trench 
In addition has the name of a street, 
usually that of some general or popu- 
lar, commander. 
The runaways lead- 
ing to the officers' shelters-in many 
instances are called after .the men 
themselves. 


At Intervals along.-the front line of 
trenches are steel-sheltered openings 
where machine guns can be set up The 
guns are kept, however, in wooden 
cases built into the clay, so as to 
protect them from dampness, and are 
only brought out when the enemy is 
attacking.

The-German trenches run roughly 
in a parallel direction to those o't 
the French, but at points the distance 
between the two is 200 or. 300 yards 
while at others it is about 40 to 50 
yards. 
At the point where the two 
come closest together, there has been 
constructed, a sapping 
•• Irench, just 
large .enough for a man 
to crawl 
through on handE and 
knees, 
that 
runs directly toward the French lines. 
With one's ear against the clay at 
the extreme end of this • trench one 
can hear the French moving about 
and talking. 
The trench serves the 
purpose of guarding against any at- 
tempt by the French to. dig toward 
the Germans and explode a mine The 
least effort to dig a counter trench 
would be detected instantly. 
Observers' Tower. 
The German trenches run up to a 
high plateau, which has been made 
into a steel bomb-and bullet-proof ob- 
servation point, and is facetiously 
called the Eiffel Tower. This height, 
from which observations 
must 
be 
made with caution i£ one values -his 
skin, commands the entire field be- 
tween the two trenches, aps well as 
the road. Machine guns can be mount- 
ed instantly so as to deliver a flauk 
flre in case of sudden attack. 
In a little clump of trees on'the 
French side is an old chateau now 
used by them as a staff "headquarters. 
A similar chateau behind the German 
lines is used by them for the same 
purpose. 
Though the artillery forces 
on both sides know the exact loca- 
tions of the buildings, neither is de- 
stroyed by a sort of mutual consent, 
because there would be no military 
or strategical purpose accomplished. 
Half a mile away stands a huge 
brick chimney that once was a part 
of a manufacturing pint. It has been 
bored through by German shells hail 
a. dozen times, but still stands, and is 
used by the French for an artillery 
observation point. On the day of the 
Associated 
Press 
correspondent's 
journey through the trenches, there 
floated from the tower a German flag 
—stolen during the night by the 
French and raised as a sort of "mock- 
Ing challenge to the Germans. The. 
latter promised that they would soon 
get it back. 


Comforts of Home. 
Included in the "comforts of home" 
that are a part of the trenches is a 
bathing establishment, a little to tha 
rear of- the front, with real bathtubs 
that are filled with heated spring wa- 
ter. The men, who customarily serve 
some days in front and then so off 
duty for.a like time, thus get a chance 
to bathe' at least once in the week— 
oftener if the spirit moves while they 
are resting. 


The arrangements for comfort and 
safety that are in the 
front 
line 
trenches are practically duplicated in 
parallel and corresponding second and 
third line ditches into which the man 
can fall back if it is necessary. 
It the opponents can succeed in 
getting past the wire entanglements 
and into the front trench, all that the 
Bavarians have to do is to fall back 
into the second, exploding and chok- 
ing up the connecting runways 
as 
they go. 
Innumerable deadfalls at 


the bottom of which are 
entangle- 
ments of barbed wire further block 
the progress of the French. 
Every, shelter, both In. and out of 
the trenches, is equipped with a dou- 
ble exit, so that in case one is caved 
in by artillery flre the occupant of 
the. little house will not be trapped 
and lost. Similarly, every trench has 
numerous exits so that the cutting off 
of one will not be fatal to any large 
number of soldiers.

Shower Should Encourage Growers in 


Contest*—A. B. West Gives More 


Advice to Contestants.

pecially since the warm weather has 
KivBn the corn a start. 
The corn Is 


still backward, however, and as the 
weather favorable for growing corn 
is also 
favorable to the growth of 
weeds, it. will be necessary 
for 
the 
acre corn contest boys to use their 
utmost efforts to bring the crop to a 
successful harvest. 
As soon as possible after this rain 


thp ground should be gently stirred 
for about two inches in depth. Below 
this the corn roots lis spreading out 
In all directions between 
the 
rows, 
gathering not only moisture, bu-t food 
necessary for the growth of the plant 
and Lhe formation of the grain. If any 
of thpsf roots are cut off the plant is 
deprived of just so much food as that 
root was designed to gather, so much 
care must bo used

df nply 
But every weed must be taken out 


.-=0 that all the moisture and all the 
food in the soil may be 
left for the 
rorn plant. 
Few farmers realize the 
groat loss entailed by the weeds, or 
how great a 
tax t.hpy lay upon 
the 
farmer. If the individual farmer was 
obliged to pay as taxes In cash the 
amount lost to him by the weeds, he 
would find it a great burden; yet he 
allows these green robbers the privi- 
lege of living on his land and propa- 
gating their kind. 


An estimate has been made of the 
loss caused by "weeds In the state of 
Iowa and the grand total Is over S15.- 
000,000 per year. It is hardly possi- 
ble under present 
conditions 
for a 


farmer to entirely eliminate 
•weeds,

Question—What

prevent, potato Kight? 


Answer—Potato blight, such as is 


more or less common in Wisconsin, is 
caused by a fungus plant, Alternaria 
Salani. This plant is propagated by 
means of spores or "seeds" which 
light upon the leaf germinating there 
and ..destroying the leaf cells. These 
spores are microscopic, 
but the 
re- 
sults are seen in black spots upon the 
leaves, which are destroyed to such 
an extent that the entire crop is in- 
jured. These spores, like other seeds 
or plants, develop best under certain 
weather conditions favorable to their 
development, which fact has led farm- 
ers to think the weather responsible, 
which is not 
true. 
Spraying 
with 
Bordeaux mixture, properly done, will 
prevent the 
development 
of these 
tiny spores, the 
copper 
in the Bor- 
deaux acting as a poison 
upon the 
fungus plant. • 


The spraying should be done before 
the blight appears. 
The first applica- 
about six inches high.

least, three applications are 
neces- 
sary to get the best results and in 
some cases as high as four applica- 
tions are advisable. At this time of

The spray for Wight should be used at 
intervals of ten days to two weeks,, 
using the ftoluon with it when neces- 
sary. If tne leaves are kept coated 


with Bordeaux, the blight cannot get 
a start. 


Question—What can -I do for ants 
in the lawn? Mine is badly infested. 


Answer—;The surest remedy is to 
fumigate -their nests with carbon bi- 
sulphide. The method of procedure is 
as follows: With a sharpened 
stick, 
such as a broom handle poiirted 
at 
one end, make holes in .the nests, two 
of three feet apart,'according to the 
size of the nest, and 
the character 


of the soil, heavy clay soil requiring 
holes closer than more 
porous soil. 
Into each hole pour a tablespoonful 
or more of the carbon bisulphide and 
close the 
holes with earth. A wet 
blanket may be thrown over the hill 
to prevent the escape of gas. 
Caution—The 
carbcn 
bisulphide 
generates a gas. that is explosive and 
dangerous to breathe so care should 
be used in handling it.

hardly time enough to put 
tlie land 


into shape.. 
The following from the 
bulletin on 
Alfalfa 
-Management in 
Iowa, Bulleiin 
No. 137, 
from 
the 
Iowa 
Agricultural 
Experiment sta- 
tion, is to-the point there: 


"The necessity of thoroughness In 
this preparation cannot be over em- 
phasized. Unless tie land is prepared 
early in the summer and then a good 
mulch maintained, there will be great 
danger of a lack of moisture 
to in- 
sure germination. 
Then again alfalfa 
will not flght weeds, and 
unless the 
soil is stirred 
often, 
in this 
way 
bringing the weeds to the surface and 
germinating them before the alfalfa 
crop is put in, difficulty and possible 
failure will result. Further, while the 
surface soil should be well fined and 
loosened, the 
sub-surface should be 
rather compact. Late and insufficient 
preparation means a loose seed bed 


with more drying out, and then in 
the winter great danger from heav- 
ing, with the loss of the whole crop as 
a result." 


Jf, however, one decides to take the 
risk of starting at this late date, the 
ground should first be manured and 
then thoroughly disk: then plowed to 
a good depth and disked again. 
But before proceeding farther, the 
soil should be tested for acidity. This 
is very important in this county as 
jo much o£ the soil is acid. The 
writer recently tested the soil of a 
high, well-drained piece of land near 
n livestone ridge and found it acid. 
It seemed so unlikely to find acid soil 
in-such a situation that to make sure 
of his test he sent a portion of tho 
soil to the soils 
department 
of the 
university, where a test was applied, 
not only to determine whether or not 
it was acid, but the extent of the 
acidity, and It was found to be from 
medium to strongly acid, and' it was 
recommended that three tons of lime 
per acre be applied. 
In going about the county the writ- 
er has found a 
number of 
farmers 
who hnve failed with alfalfa because 
of their 
confidence 
that their 
soil 
was not acid and consequent failure 
to test it. If the soil is found to be 
acid, ground limestone^ should be ap- 
plied at the rate of at least two tons 
to the acre. The ground should then 
be thoroughly worked at intervals un- 
til the time of sowing, which' as above 
stated, should not be later than Aug. 
15. 
Unless 
alfalfa or 
sweet clover 
grows well in the immediate vicin- 
ity, the ground should be inoculated 
as welt as limed. 


As previously stated In these col- 
umns, inoculating 
material may 
be 


obtained free from the 
government 
by filling out an 
application 
blank, 
which may be 
obtained 
from 
the 


writer. Or the land 
may be inocu- 
lated by sowing on It soil from the 
road side where sweet clover grows 
The seed bed should be in fine conX 
dltion when the seed is sown at thiM 
rate o£ twenty pounds of 
seed 
noi- 
acre. 
The best success is securoii 
on the average by plowing in the fan 
and summer following. 
While tini 
method costs more in Tabor than of- 
er methods,- It is also true that often 
the yield the following year is ccri 
siderably greater.

tiary, deprived of outdoor "employment 
and rendered an outcast in. the eyes 
of fellow prisoners.
